Mr. H. H Baxonort has rendered us in n on-
paclous volume of 700 pages, which brings
down lWis History of Mexico (New York, F. M,
Derby) from the yenr 1801 Lo 1ERT. The
period coverod In, we nood not say, the most
eventful In the history of ths eountry sinos ite
liberation from Bpanish rule, embracing as it
does the jolnt ocoupation of Yera Cruz by Bpan-
inh, Britlah, and French foresa, the congnest of
the larger part of the Moxlean tervitory hy the
French, the establishment and collapss of the
omplre, tho rehabilitation of republican gov-
ernmont under Juarez, and the suconssive Ad-
ministrations of Lerdo, Diaz, Gonzeloz, and
(for m second term) Disz. Fora right undor-
standing of all of the evonts, polleios, und in«
dividualities lelonging to the last quarter of a
contury, this book of Mr, Baneroft's is Indis.
pensable .

It In not genarally known that the partieipa-
tion of Great Britaln In the tripartite Intervon-
tion of the three powers to compel payment of
the Maxicean dabt. would have beon nverted
bnad Juarez been lovally supportsed by his own
countrymen. But st the eritloal momsnt the
Loglalntura proved losa far-sighted and patrl-
otls than the Exccutive, On Nov, 31, 1861, or
almost & manth hefore the arrival of the Span-
fah foat at Vern Cruz, Judrez had sucenaded In
arranging & eonventlon betwaon his Minister
of Forelgn Affalrs and Bir Charles Wyke,
wharaby all quastions at [ksius betwesn Eng-
land and Mexico, and especinlly thoso conneect-
od with the panyment of the bonds, were sattled.
Nothlag eamo of this Imvortaut agresmunt,
beoauss the Mexlcan Congress refused to rati-
fy it. This refusal. which brouglt Mexico to
the vergo of ruin, must ba attributod to Lerdo
de Tejada. whoso followars controlled the Con-

gross, The renctionlsts were also active in

many of the Moxionn States, and Zuloaga, who
cvalled himsell President, declared in n cireular
datad only four days bafors the salzure of Vera
Cruz by a Bpanish foree, that he would favor
the tripartite intervention, If it Intended to
give the country a good government.

It appears that, necording to the orlginal
agreament boetwoen the three allied powars,
the expaditionary land foreas wero to consist
of 6,000 Spanlards, 3.000 Froneh, and 700 Lug-
lishmen. The Spanlsh commander was CGen,
Prim. who had married a Mexlcan heiress, the
nicos of Juarez's Minlsier of the Troasiry.
Prim was, wa are told, scquainted with the
Franch plan to establish o monmwehy In Muxivo,
but was not Instrueted to lend his eofporation
because the candldature of an Austrian Prince
was distasteful to Bpain. He wos cuarelul In
the proclamation that ho pat forth on Jan, 10,
1862, to diselaim any purpaso of intervention
in Mexican politieca. On the other hand, the
French ropresentative, noting under sveret In-
struotions, issued an ultimatum, some of whoeo
provisions wora obviously Incompatible with
Mexloan Indepandence, Oneof Lho pecuniary
c¢laims, also, that of the Hwlss bankor Jeuker
(in which the Dua de Moray is beliaved to have
bean interested) was declared inandmiasilile
by both the Hpanish and Uritish plenipoten-
tiaries. The basls of this froudulent and
much-talked-of clalm was, it seems. an oporu-
tion of the Miramon Government. to which,
jost before it collapsed, Jecker & Co.
lont $760,000, recelving thersfor {ifteen
million dollars in treasury bonds. France
demanded the payment o! the whole
smount, altbough Jocker did not beeome
French citizen until more than two months at-
ter the exorbltant requisition had heon made,
The records of the Mexican department show
that the whole amount dus to French citizens,
including the sum advanced by Jecker, [oll con-
elderably shortof $8,000,000, The smaliness of
this obligation offers conclualve proof that
Francs had from the outset a dishonest pur-
pose in organizing tho tripartite Intervention.
On the other hand, Great Britaln, to whose sub-
jecta were due about §70,009.000, had reasonn-
ble grounds for attempting to secure gunran-
tees of payment,

Thers I8 no doubt that Prim behaved woll in
Not only did he repudiate the Jeckeor

bonds, but on Feb. 19, 1862, arranged & conven-

tion with Juareg's Minister of Foreign AfTalrs,
by which the independence of Mexico, and her
right to munage hor own internal uMairs, were
fully recognized. The Freuclh representutivo,
as well as tho British, ratiled this convention,
but within two months such grove diferences
arose betwaen the commissioners that the

Bpanlah and British onvoys rosolved to ro-
.. smbark their forces. Graceful for their relusal

to sanction the French achemae of eonguast, the

Meoxican Govermmoent offered to conclude n

treaty with Spain and Englsnd for the payment

of their alaims, and one wias actually entsred

Into with Bir Charles Wyke. It is important to

keop those facts in mind If we wonld reulize
+ the inlquity of the Mexican exvedition. The

countrios which really had olaims—pumely,

Bpain and Epgland—Moxlco was not only will-

ing to pay. but able to duv so, having arranged

to borrow a large sum  of money in tho

United States. France, to whom she owad noxt

to nothing, would Ye satisfled with nothlug lvss
I!tlml:l the annibllution of the watlon's indu-

pendence.

It Is the clreumstancos proceding tho tri-
partite intarvention which ars often misundor-
stood. On the eauses that led to the evacuntion
of Moxioco by the French wo noed not dwall, ns
thoy have becomo well known since the publi-
eation of Mr. Sewurl's diplomatie correspond-
enoe, There hns booy of Inte, howovar, soma
controversy with regnrd to the ngoencios by
which the surrender of Maximillun was hrought
about. To date bearlng on this subject Mr.
Banoroft bas devotod u good denl of kpace, As
rogards the alloged desertion of Moximi'ian by
Bazaloe, Mr. Bancroft doas not think the evi-
donoe oollectad by hiim Justifies the nccusation
of treachery which bns been levolled sy tiw
Marshal, There Is no proof that he offered to
surrender to Gen. Dinz ail the towns in
French possession, and even tho perscus of
Maximilinn  and lis  lewding  suppurters.
According to Mr Dancroft, this charge
rests on nothing but the misinterproted utror-
apoe of an agent swnt tu conler with him

o privately with Eseobedo, He pees conclusive
i proof of Lopes's treason o the fact that he was
'« $he only superior Imperial oMcer not arralgned
g'..m While others-were killod or Ln.

prisoned, he was allowsd to lsave Queretaro
and move freely about. The story subsequent-
Iy told by Lopoz is printed In & noto, but ths
verslon of the affalr glven (o the text Is as fol-
lows: “On the night of May 14, 1867, Lopez stole
away to the handquarters of Escobado, and in
a private interviaw disclosed the condition and
plans of tho boaleged, and arrauged to betray
thom to the snemy, To accomplish his object
was not very diMe:lt, for he commnnded
the reserve brignde which oecupled the
Convento dolla Cruz and adjoining fortl
fieationn, and hald tharefors the key to the
town, He had already removad certaln troops,
replncing them with men under control of a
follow conmpirator, and, on returning from Es-
cobedo's camp, he lntroduced the republican
soldlers under Gen. Velez, and, favored by
darkness, led them from ona post to another,
sxpinining that they were rullef troops. Hia
prosence as commandor of the post, and n
recognized favorite of the Emparor, and the
mixture of uniforms among the Imperinlints,
provented susplelon, many assuming that the
movomonts wore part of an evaouation plan'
Even aftor the capture of Maximilisn, he
might, we are tola, have escaped to Vora Crux
on the night of June 2, but a telogram an-
nouncing tha approach of the lawysrs who had
been requasted to defend him halors the court
martial causod an unfortunate postponement
ol the plan.

A review ot the war gf intervention from
April, 1884, to June, 1887, snows that there took
plnoe within that period 1.090 batties and skir-
mishes, in which nearly 74.000 Republican and
mors than 12,000 Imperialist Mexlcana wers
plnced hore du combat, To these victims must
he addad those of the French and other natlon-
nlities for whoss doath Napoleon's attemot to
foist & moanarchical government on Mexico Ia
responsibloe, Mr, Bancroft thinks tho oxecu-
tion of Maximilian, and some of his chief fol-
lowors, was but a emnll matter welithed agalnst
the othor consequences of A most Iniquitous
and calamitous Invazion.

The sccount of the French ocsupation of
Mexieo, and the attempt to establish an Im-
parialist rigime with which American readers
are moat familinr, Is that given by Mr E.
Masseras in ' Un Esaai d'Empire au Mexique."
To that book, which was at the time of its
publleation reviewnd In thesa columne, Mr.
Baneroft refera with respect as an (mportial
summary of the faots, As he himself, never-
theless, often lollows other authorities, we
have thought it well to indieats the trend of
his eomclusions, whieh, in this country at leaat,
nre likely to be generally nccepted. We pnss
now to tha reconstruction perlod, the mate-
rinls for whose delineation have been malnly
drawn from Moexiean periodicals,

Tt will be ramemberad that the legal term of
Juarez's Presidency expired on Nov, 30, 1865,
at & time when he hiad been Jriven by Dazaiue
to Chilbushun, and when, of course, n nutlonnl
alaction could not be held, The Presidency
therefore being vacant, should, according to the
Constitution, have been sesumed by the Chief
Juatiee. But to Gen. Ortegn, the Prosldent of
the Supreme Court, there wern serlous objece
tlons on the seore of prolonged absenes in the
United States. and of u disposition to Intrigue
with the Roastloniata, SoJuarazvirtually made
himself Dictator Ly declaring his functions ex-
tendad tlll they could be sarrenderod to s new
Preaident duly elécted. In Octobor, 1867, how-
ever. Junrez obtained a mujority of votes st
the Arst geueral eloction held sinoe 1861, and
consequently the legitimacy of his suthority
became for three yoars Indlsputabls. Three
yoary  luter, howsver (namaly, In 1871),
Jusrez felled to be elscted by the pea-
pla: tha {wo opposing cundliates, Lerdo
and Diaz, having botween them s swmall
majority of electoral voles. Thersupon the
Mexican Congress, Oot. 12, 1871, arrogated the
powor of choosing and declaring Tuarez Con-
stitutional Prasident [or the naxt term. It was
this assertion of authsrlty, unquestlon:ily
counter to the Constitution of 1B47, which
caused A revolution on the part of tha support-
ers of Porfirio Disz The wovement falled,
owing to the reluctanes of the Porliristas to
codperate with the followers of Lerdo, who, s
Chinf Justice, should have boon Presidet, pro-
vidod the elaction of Juarez was unconstitu-
tionul. Lerdo, huwever, being personally more
olyeotionable than Juarez bimsel! to the
friends of Diaz, the latter. though calling them-
aolves Constitutionalists, wers compellsd to
violate the orgaunie law In the programme
issued from La Norla, by proposing to disqual-
ify the Chiel Justivo as well aa the Presifent.

The adr il ratlon of Juarez was suc: aafal
io the fleld against its enemies; but as the
three political partlos—Junristes, Lerdistas,
Porfiristas—wers of about vqual strength in
the Uongresa, the |ntontions of the Govern-
mont might at any hour bLa frustrated by an
alliance of the two outside fnotlons. Buch was
tho state of thinga in July, 1872, when Juurez
diod, leaving Lerdo da Tejnda to becoms ex-
ecutlve as hoad of the Bupreme Court. Then
bogan u second period of troubls In Maxico,
due to the Irreconoliable opposition of the
friends of Diazto the now Drealdent,
theless Lerdo served out the term for which
Juarez iad been chosen, and in Getober, 1872,
was duly slectod, recelving alinost all the votes

in tho eleotoral colloge. But, durlng his
second Mresidenoy, Lerdo alienated many
of  his Jormer partisans without con-

triving to propitiate the Juaristus, who
haod been his enemios. The result was that
though he put down n formidable insurree-
tonary movement vodor Lozads in 1873, lhis
adininlstration steadiiy lost reputation In the
country. The reaction vulminsted in genoral re-
heliton in 1876, when the Mexican Congress da-
cinred him redlsoted, althougis the number of
votos requirod by the Constitution for the slec-
tion of & Prosident had not beeon polled, It
was this fraudulent returoing of himsell to
office which has made the nnme of Lerdo so
detestod in Moxieo. No sooner bad the decree
aunouucing the usurpution besn published

thun Iglesins, as Chiel Justice, asserted his |

right to exercise executive functions, and
calised upon the nation to support him.
But whily he was received In Guanajuato
with tho honors due to a President ol the
republie, Diaz and Gonzales were advano-
Ing toward tho ompltal with n dlstinet plan of
action, mnd, sfter boatlng the Lordist come
munder Alatorroe, took possonsion of the elty of
Mexlvo, Presldont Loerido and his Cabinet hav-
Iog Mod 1o Aeapuleo, whero they smbarked for
Now York, In diamissing the Lerdo adminis-
triution, Mr, Baoerott fays of Its hewd, that he
hiwd n preetous opportunity and threw It wway,
" Instead of healing wounds he irrituted them,
With nn wmbltious rival fu the fleld, cver on the
witeh to turn mistakad to seoount, he cowmmit-
Lol unpardounble errors; none more so than
s syetem of exciting by Intrigue local revolu-
tiony for the purpose of throwlue ous obnoxlous
Governors of Htates by Federal interferonce.
His threlgn poliey wlso caused dissstlsfuction;
whils he oncvuruged Europenn enterprises, he
wan strongly vppused to promotlsg American
ones,”

From the departure of Lerdo, toward the
vlose of Decombur, 1576, to the prosent timw,
tho Mexican Exoecutive functions hava been
exerclssd by Porfirio Diuz, with the exception
of the Intervening term durlng which Googzales
wah wllowed to hold the Prosideucy. It will be,
of course, remembered that the Nist w-sump-
tlun of power by Diak was unconstitutional, fur,
it Lombo was not Peesldont, Igivsiay, ns Chlef
Justice, hid an undoubited title to the offue,
Tuis right Iglosins would not reslgn, and, pre-
forring oxilo to sulunission to Diuz, loft Mex-
lean territory fur San Francisco lu J auuary, 1877,

A new Presidential election took place in
Februury of the yosr just named, and thero ix
0o doubt that Diss waea then constitutionally
chosen Presldent,having recelved almost all the
Yules enst, The protests. hbowever, [s-
tued by Lerdo mnd Iglesins gave Disz
tamo  trouble, and  what Jooked liko o
formidable movemont ugainst him  was
rganbesil by Gen,  Fscobedo, 1ho  can-
tor of Mashmiling, But in June, 1878, Esvo.
beds was ddefeated wnd taken prisoner. Yel,
notwithstandiog the sucoess with which Diaz
overcame armed resistance to his suthority,
be could not prevent the Mexican congress
rem spproving & non-redlection law, sad
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amending the Federal Oonstitution to that
offect. There s no doubt that the
friends of Diaz endeavorsd to thwart this
smendment, but the President could not openly
supbort their sfforta, as the non-redledtion of
President was an essential feature of the so-
called plan of Tuxtepes, to which he had ac-
eoded when hs pronounced agalnst Lerdo, Ae-
cordingly, In Beptomber, 1880, Gonzales, who
was the oandidate favored by Dinx, was de-
olared elected President. and (a tho followlng
December assumad the offies. It bad been
Goneales, by the way, who, next to Diax him-
soll, had most strenuously favored thn os-
tablishment of rallway communleation bo-
tween Mexloo and the Unlted Sintes
Through the whole term of his Administra-
tion ponos relgned In the Mexiean republie
and the advance of tho eountry In proaperily
and ordor was unprecedented. The railway un-
dertakings which Diaz bad subsidized were
carried into eact during the rule of Gonzales,
who, notwithstanding the poverty of the treas-
ury, provided the money required to pay the
heavy installments. Under his government
no company was left unpaid, nnd the tresaury
for the firat time had & perfect system of aoc-
counting. Neverthleas, he beepmo unpopular
in hia Inat year of office, owing to his advooacy
of the proposed convention for the payment of
British bond owners. At the Presldential
eloction whioh took pluse in Baptember, 1854,
Diaz wans chosen becaune Gonrzales was known
to desire his election.

Diaz was Insugurated on Des, 1, 1884 The
svents of his last administration are undoubt-
odly atill fresh in the mind of the reader. We
will only recall the faot that the Constitutinnal
smendmant publialied in May, 1878 (providing
for the non-refilection of Presidents), was re-
versod not long before the expiration of the
socond term of Ding, who was thus made im-
modiatoly eligible for u third term, M. W, H.

may be sald to have no value whataver.
That it appealn te prejudioss which nre wide-
spread, and, itls to be feared. Incroasing, there
can be little doubt. Of Drumont’a " La France
Julve," on whieh it seoms to be mainly found-
ed, 126 editions have bean sold within hall a
dogen yeara. It may be some oonsolation to
tho Jaws, howe¥er, to learn that the author haa
not confinad his assaulta to them. He attacka
with squal forocity a great many people who
appear to have incurred his displeasure. The
result at which he arrives is that all Americans
(the Hebrew probably not belng oconaidersd
ons) should combine to compel the passage of
laws forbldding Jaws to enter the counmtry.
* Lot all Amérioan voters," he says, “ be Im-
bued with one thought: not to permit a candi-
date known to huve one drop of Jewish blood
in hin velna to be alected to any politioal offics,
even the lowast.” This is A sample snecimen
of the stuff which this anonymous slanderer
sproads befora his rendera.  He has nll the
hatred and jualonsy of the Ruosslan and Gor-
man Jow balters, without the cournge, nnd,
fortunately, without the opportunity, to carry
his designs into exsoutlon. His volume is one
which Is capable of doing a groat desl of harm,
and should be shunned by all decent and self-
respncting men.

Uunatington Smlith hus translated from a
French verfon Count Leo Tolstol's " Physiol-
ogy of Waur" (Thoa. Y. Crowell & Co.), which he
calls the latest of the author's pnbliahad works,
although he doas not indirste the date of |ts
oroduction. Tolatol {llustrates his views
through the medium ol a sketoh entitled
** Nanoleon and the Russian Cumpalgn," which
Is at once philossphioal and eritlcal. His phi-
losophy of history Involves the idea that man
do not control events, but are controlled by
them; and that in war, for instance, emnerars,
kings, and commandora are the mere creatures
of clreumstances—pussive Instruments in the
haude of destiny, In this regard he copslders
the ¢ommon soldler s more Important agent
than his general; the Iatter thinks thut he
dircots the progress of ovents, but the former ia
the real notor. Thus, referring to Napoleon's
forward march after the battle of Smolsnsk,
and hla reasons for giving battle at Borodino,
he says that the Emperor actad contrary to the
dirtntes of common sense, but adds: * The his-
torfans havs brought forward an Ingenlous
tisnue of foreaight and genlus on the part of
the commundoers on both sldes, whereas. in
truth, thess communnders ware the most pas-
slve and involuntary Instruments of all the in-
voluntary Instruments that ever served in the
execution of great historical eventa” This

fairly refl the sentiment which
underlies the whole book; it is the author's
conoeption of the physiology of wWar. As a
critienl outline of this famous campalgn, the
narrative |s narvously writtan and of no little
plcturesquennss of detail, Whether regarded
as a whole or in detached portions, It Lrings
the scena before the reader with & realistic
foree which probably no other living wrlter
could employ, although we are not fnclined to
agras with tha transiator that Tolstol Is “tho
ons ocolossal figurs in eontsmporary lit-
erary history.” His comments upon the
historlans of the eposh, whether French
or Russlan, sre severs, and he frequent-
ly wecuses them of flagrant and intentionul
misstatemente, Of course, without a profouud
study of the subject. it {8 impossible to dncide
to what extenthis charges ure correct. On ona
polut he exprastes bimeell with a force aud
voliemenee that will leave uo doubtinthe read-
er'e mind, He holds Napoleon up to the seorn
und execration of mankinad in order to " show
cloarly tothe world what o missrable object it
was that men took for & force, when ths invisi-
ble hand of Destiny pushed it forward.”

A Reomarkable Btery of Joint Authership,

LoNpoN, Jan. 38.—There is hardly a French-
man living who has not read, and road agaln,
the books of Alexandre Dumaa pire, There
are not many English or American youths who
have not, sither in the original, it they are aufll-
clontly good French ssholars, or in such trans-
latione as they can proonre, greedily devoured
the apparently endless liat of hia books form-
Ing & complets whole. Theso may not be #so-
vorely nnd historieally correct. but I do not
healtate to affirm that from them havoe beon
gatherod more lasting and vivid Impresgions
of the history of Franca and England than ware
over conveyed by the arduous atudy of Hume
or Anquetil. If the rining generatfon. In Its
eagerness for novalties, should turn AWAY from
Dumns's books aa old-fashicned, It s In lis
funoraneo, dosareing of more pity than hlames
for the loaa will ba the reador's. Nowhere will
he find tho same living presentment of illus-
trious names, the brilliant reeital of desds of
sdventure and bravery, of warfare and
love; nowhere more dash and daring.
“Monts Oristo" will ever stand out ns the
most perfect novel written. Dumas's heross
have not only lived in flotfon, they have trod
the atage, and durlag forly ysars testifled to
the marvellous iImagination of thelr ereator.

But while rendering the homage which Is
his due, It is well to remember his faithtul, de-
voted, untiring partner and collaborator, Thers
has just died in Parle, after a short [llnesa a
modast, unsssumiog man of 75, who wan
through many long years Dumas's lsft hand,
who bore patiantly with hia obseurlty, and ren-
